WEATHER NOTES. 


No. 36.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Australia 
during the Year, 1942. 


Rainfall during the year 1942 was above average in the greater portion of Western Australia, 
although the West Gascoyne and the northern part of the North Coastal Divisions were below 
average, together with small areas in the North Central Division around Korrelocking and in the 
South-Eastern Division around Southern Cross. 


Some remarkably heavy rains were recorded in the tropics and in the North-Eastern Division, 
Wyndham, Port Hedland, Ethel Creek, Wiluna, and Rawlinna all recordin substantial surpluses. 
In the south-west of the State the greatest excess rainfall was at Busselton. 


The heaviest aggregate rainfalls were experienced at Pemberton, Mundaring, Jarrahdale, and 
Wyndham. The lowest rainfalls in the State occurred at Shark’s Bay and Wooramel, both in the 
East Gascoyne Division. The last year that this part of the State received rainfall above average 
was in 1934, 


The highest monthly rainfall occurred at Wyndham in January and February. The highest 
monthly rainfall in the south-west occurred at Pemberton in June. The highest daily rainfall 
occurred at Port Hedland on 24th March. 


One of the most interesting features of the rainfall distribution during the year was the heavy 
rains in the tropics in May and June. Perth yearly rainfall was above the average. 


Taking each month individually the monthly rainfall distributions were as follows :— 


January.—Rainfall was generally above average except in the West Gascoyne Division and 
in the agricultural areas. Port Hedland’s rain was nearly twelve times the January 
mean. 


February.—Rainfall was above average in the Kimberleys, parts of the East Gascoyne, South- 
Eastern, and Eucla Divisions. Elsewhere it was generally below average. 


March.—Other than along the track of the cyclone inland from the De Grey Division, the 
rainfall in the tropics was below normal. South of the tropics, except in the West Gas- 
coyne and around Dongarra and Geraldton, rainfall was above average. 

April.—Except in parts of the East Gascoyne, Eucla, and South-Eastern Divisions, and agri- 
cultural areas, rainfall was below average. 


May.—The coastal area between Broome and Anna Plains received sub-normal rain, as did 
parts of the South-Eastern and Eucla Divisions. North of Perth and around Brookton 
and Newdegate, the rainfall was below normal, but elsewhere in the agricultural areas 
the winter rains had already set in, which promised well for the subsequent season. 


June.—Parts of the De Grey, Fortescue, and West Gascoyne Divisions had rainfall below 
normal. In the agricultural districts, the area in the extreme south-west, bounded by. a 
line running approximately south-east from Jarrahdale, had rainfall above normal. Else- 
where in the agricultural districts rainfall was below normal. In the rest of the State 
rainfall was above normal. 

July.—A large part of the South-Eastern Division had rainfall above normal, as also did the 
districts around Winning Pool, The Junction, and Mundiwindi, but elsewhere in the 
State, except in a few scattered places in the agricultural areas, rainfall was below normal]. 

August.—Rainfall south of latitude 31° was above normal, but north of this line, rainfall was 
below normal, many places in the tropics receiving nil. 

September.—Most of the agricultural areas, except in the south-east, received above normal 
rainfall. Elsewhere in the State rainfall was below normal. Again many tropical sta- 
tions received no rainfall. 

October.—Rainfall was above normal in the area bounded by Balladonia, Kanowna, Hopetoun, 
and the coast, but elsewhere, except in a few places in the south-west, rain was below 
normal. 

November.—Rainfall was below normal throughout the State except in the De Grey and parts 
of the Kimberley Divisions. The De Grey Division rainfall was greatly above normal. 

December.—Rainfall during this month was very scattered. The North Kimberley received 
rainfall above normal, as also did the district around La Grange. Almost the whole 
of the west coast from Onslow to Cape Leeuwin received rainfall below normal. How- 
ever, inland districts, including most of the Fortescue, East Gascoyne, and South-Eastern 
Divisions, and agricultural districts, had rainfall above average. 


Speaking generally, the wet season’s rains in the north in the first three months of the year 
were above average. In the south the rains began in March and were above average in the whole 
of the agricultural areas until May, but in June and July the area in which rainfall was above 
average, contracted to the far south-west of the State. This condition persisted until the end 
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of the year, and finishing rains were quite inadequate in the North Coastal and Central Divisions. 
The yield of wheat was also adversely affected by a plague of grasshoppers, particularly in the 
North Central Division. Yields, although below average, were satisfactory. 


Concurrently with the heavy rains during May and June in the south-west of the State, the 
De Grey and Fortescue had unseasonably heavy rains. 


Temperatures throughout the State were below average. This was consistent with the cloudi- 
ness and heavy rains. There were no lengthy series of high thermometer readings in the tropics 
and sub-tropics. The extreme registrations in the State were 115 degrees at Marble Bar on 17th 
December and 26 degrees at Wandering on 24th and 25th July. Perth’s extreme registrations 
were 104-5 degrees on 22nd January and 37-9 degrees on 24th July. 


__ Noteworthy meteorological phenomena in the several months of the year included the follow- 
ing :— 

January.—tTorrential rains in the South-Eastern Division. Floods and washaways on the 
Great Western Railway. Gascoyne River in flood at Carnarvon. 

February.—Another flood at Carnarvon. Floods and washaways at Mt. Magnet. An unusual 
cyclonic storm developed inland between Hall’s Creek and Derby on the 9th February. 
At first, while it was centred over the land, the wind and rain activity associated with 
it was comparatively light, but its cyclonic structure was undoubted, for its centre passed 
directly over Broome on the 10th, the wind changing from $.S.W. to N.N.E. with a well- 
defined calm and clearing between. The northerly winds increased up to 45 to 60 m.p.h. 
and it rained almost continuously for five days, the cyclone apparently remaining station- 
ary fifty or so miles off the coast. 

March.—Cyclone at Port Hedland. Some loss of life at sea. Severe storm damage at Marble 
Bar. Cyclonic storm with considerable damage at Toodyay. Severe hailstorm with 
floods and damage at Three Springs. 

May.—Gascoyne River at Carnarvon flooded for third time this year. Severe and prolonged 
electrical storm in Perth with 300 points of rain in 24 hours. 

June.—Persistent rains in the far south-west. On 28th June Cape Naturaliste had received 
rain on 36 consecutive days. 

July.—Severe windstorm in metropolitan area, Perth. Wind velocity reached 63 m.p.h. 
Some loss of life off Scarborough. Severe frosts in the south-west. At Tambellup a 
small creek near the town was frozen over. 

August.—Windiest month on record in Perth. The total wind travel being 11,714 miles, 
and one wind gust of 84 m.p.h. recorded at Maylands. Heavy rains in the south-west. 

September.—Phenomenal gales in the south-west of the State. Light snowfalls in the Por- 
ongorups. 

October.—Light snowfalls at Dumbleyung, Kukerin, and Tambellup. 

December.—Tropical cyclone of moderate intensity on the upper north-west coast. Cloud 

burst and heavy hail at Meckering.
